President  Reagan  described  the  invasion  of 
Grenada  on  Wednesday  as  a  turning  point  in 
ending  America's  “self-doubt  and  national  con¬ 
fusion,"  while  Walter  F.  Mondale  told  Midwest 
farmers  that  Reagan  has  forgotten  them  and 
"deserves  to  be  kicked  out”  of  office. 

At  a  White  House  ceremony  commemorat¬ 
ing  the  first  anniversanr  of  the  military  incur¬ 
sion,  Reagan  said,  “This  is  the  meaning  of 
peace  through  strength. 

"During  the  latter  part  of  the  1970s,  America 
passed  through  a  period  of  self-doubt  and 
national  confusion.  We  talked  and  acted  like  a 
nation  in  decline,  and  the  world  believed  us,” 
he  said. 

The  president  ended  a  four-day  campaign 
trip  with  a  stop  in  Columbus.  Ohio,  before 
flying  to  Washington,  where  he  met  with  75of 
the  U.S.  medical  students  evacuated  from  Gre¬ 
nada  by  American  forces.  Nineteen  U.S.  ser¬ 
vicemen  died  in  the  invasion. 

The  president  had  ignored  the  first 
anniversary  Tuesday  of  the  terrorist  bombing 
of  Marine  headquarters  in  Beirut,  which  killed 
241  U.S.  servicemen.  But  he  mentioned  the 
Beirut  tragedy  Wednesday. 

“We  will  always  honor  those  brave  Amer¬ 
icans,"  he  said.  “Let  no  one  doubt  that  those 
brave  men  were  heroes  every  bit  as  much  in 
their  peacekeeping  mission,  as  were  our  sol¬ 
diers  in  their  rescue  mission  in  Grenada." 

Mondale,  campaigning  In  rural  areas  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  Missouri  and  Iowa,  said,  “The  issue  in 
1984  is  not  about  farmers  who  got  lazy  and 
forgot  how  to  farm,  it's  about  a  president  who 
forgot  about  farmers  and  deserves  to  be  kicked

Meanwhile,  a  new  ABC  News  poll  released 
Wednesday  showed  Reagan  is  still  leading 
Mondale  by  12  percentage  points.

BOSTON  (AP)  —  Doctors  partially  re¬ 
built  the  wrecked  immune  system  of  an 
AIDS  victim  in  the  first  experimental 
treatment  to  significantly  restore  disease¬ 
fighting  blood  cells,  but  the  new  cells 
apparently  became  infected  with  the 
AIDS  virus,  and  the  patient  died. 

Such  efforts  are  probably  "doomed  to 
failure"  unless  doctors  can  find  a  way  to 
destroy  the  virus  that  causes  the  relen¬ 
tlessly  deadly  disease,  said  the  resear-

“But  one's  enough"  said  Kay  Sanders  of 
Esterbrook.  “It  added  a  little  excitement 
to  our  lives,  but  that's  enough  of  it." 

Like  most  eastern  Wyoming  residents, 
Sanders  wasn’t  quite  sure  what  was  hap¬ 
pening  at  9:30  a.m.  Thursday,  when  she 
heard  a  roar  and  then  felt  the  ground  shak¬ 
ing  beneath  the  Esterbrook  Lodge,  where 
she  works. 

‘‘We  thought  it  was  an  explosion  at 
first,"  she  said  this  week  from  the  bar  of 
the  old  hunting  lodge.  “Then  it  started 
shaking.  The  bottles  were  jumping 
around,  but  it  neve  broke  any  of  them  or 
knocked  anything  off  the  shelves. 

‘‘I've  experienced  a  few  (earthquakes) 
in  California — you  can  never  be  a  veteran 
— but  up  here  you  don't  expect  them."  she 
added. 

The  earthquake  measured  5.5  on  the 
Richter  Seale,  according  to  U.S.  Geologic¬ 
al  Survey  records,  making  it  the  third 
greatest  earthauake  ever  recorded  in 
Wyoming  and  the  strongest  outside  of 
Yellowstone  National  Park.

Gum  disease 

follows  kisses 

ATLANTA  (AP)  —  A  new  study  says 

that  oral  bacteria  associated  with  gum  dis¬ 
ease  might  be  transmitted  from  person  to 
person  by  kissing  or  drinking  from  the 
same  glass,  a  dental  researcher  says. 

“While  the  results  of  the  study  are  by  no 
means  conclusive,  they  do  suggest  the 
possibility  that  bacteria  linked  to  gum  dis¬ 
ease  can  be  transferred  by  mouth-to- 
mouth  contact,"  said  Dr.  Steve  Offcn- 
bacher,  of  Emory  University,  who  spoke 
Tuesday  at  the  convention  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Dental  Association  here. 

Offenbachcr  said  bacteria  sample  i  from 
14  married  couples  studied  at  Emory  indi¬ 
cated  a  "statistically  significant  match" 
between  the  bacteria  of  the  spouses.

“The  main  purpose  of  the  Biofccdback 
Center  is  to  help  people  deal  with  stress 
encountered  in  their  academic  and  person¬ 
al  lives,"  said  Michael  Maughan,  a  counsel¬ 
ing  psychologist  and  coordinator  of  the 
biofeedback  program. 


Students,  suffering  from  headaches  and 
other  stress-related  symptoms,  come  into 
the  center  to  reduce  the  pressure  caused 
by  tests  and  studying,  orjustoutof  curios¬ 
ity,  he  said. 

“Control  of  tension  can  reduce  it  in  the 
body  before  it  develops  into  something 
like  a  headache,"  said  Maughan. 

Biofeedback  is  feedback  from  the  body, 
said  Allyn  McHenry,  a  junior  from  Arva¬ 
da,  Calif.,  majoring  in  psychology.  “It's  an 
external  mirror  of  what  is  happening  in-

There  are  three  main  goals  of  biufeed- 
back,  McHenry  said.  The  first  is  aware¬ 
ness  of  the  body  and  knowing  what  it  is 
doing. 

Learning  relaxation  techniques  is  the 
second  goaf.  Relaxing  the  body  can  reduce 
stress,  McHenry  said.  The  third  goal  is  to 
learn  to  control  stress  levels  and  apply 
that  to  outside  situations. 

Stress  levels  in  the  body  are  indicated 
by  skin  temperature  and  muscle  tension  in 
the  upper  body.  A  sensitive  thermometer 
attached  to  the  side  of  the  index  finger 
measures  skin  temperature,  which  is 
different  from  body  temperature.  While 
body  temperature  stays  relatively  con¬ 
stant,  skin  temperature  varies  over  a  30 
degree  range.  Tne  higher  the  skin  temper¬ 
ature,  the  more  internally  relaxed  a  per¬ 
son  is,  she  said. 

“Cold  hands  are  often  a  sign  of  stress," 
McHenry  said.  When  hands  are  cold,  the 
veins  are  constricting  and  not  letting  the 
blood  flow. 

Muscle  tension  is  measured  by  an  auto- 
gen,  a  sensitive  machine  that  detects  elec¬ 
trical  activity  in  the  body  from  the  shoul¬ 
ders  up.  A  band  attached  to  the  head  mea¬ 
sures  electrical  charges  in  microvolts.  The 
higher  the  reading,  the  more  tenfelan  the 

person  has.  McHenry. »jd.  ,  . , 

While  being  measured  form in  tempera¬ 
ture  and  muscle  tension,  patients  listen  to 
a  tape  that  outlines  ways  of  relaxing.  One 
way  is  ‘.a  imagine  being  in  a  pleasant,  re¬ 
laxing  setting,  such  as  lying  on  a  beach  or 
soaking  in  a  warm  tub. 

Relaxing  phrases  can  also  help,  such  as, 

“My  body  feels  warm  and  comfortable,"  or 
calming  statements  like,  “Do  not  run  fas¬ 
ter  than  you  have  strength."

A  major  remodeling 
project  is  in  progress  at 
the  Herald  R.  Clark 
Building  to  bring  the 
building  up  to  safety 
standards  and  to  pro¬ 
vide  better  facilities  for 
the  departments  that 
will  be  noused  there. 

The  Clark  Building, 
just  south  of  the  Lee 
Library,  was  formerly 
the  home  of  the  Study 
Abroad  program. 

Remodeling  is  tenta¬ 
tively  planned  to  be 
finished  in  the  spring.  A 
definite  date  cannot  be 

set  so  soon  because  sur¬ 
prises  can  always  crop 
up  during  remodeling  to 
slow  or  speed  things  up, 
said  A1  Nelson,  con¬ 
struction  manager  for 
BYU. 

Demolition  work  in¬ 
side  is  underway,  with 
walls  and  ceilings  being 
tom  down,  according  to 
Nelson.

ing  was  maze-like  in¬ 
side,  Nelson  said.  There 
were  no  straight¬ 
forward  exit  routes. 
There  were  no  well- 
defined  hallways  lead¬ 
ing  to  the  exits  like  in 
other  buildings. 

The  building  had  a  lot 
of  cubicles  and  parti¬ 
tions  that  have  been 
taken  out,  and  new 
walls,  ceilings  and  doors 
will  be  constructed. 

The  reason  for  the 
fence  now  surrounding 
the  building.  Nelson 
said,  is  that  when  the 
building  is  contracted 
out,  the  control  of  the 
property  belongs  to  the 

contractor,  who  ia  then 
responsible  for  safety.

Tutors  provide  help 
with  reading,  writing

BYU  students  concerned  about 
their  reading  and  writing  skills  can 
bring  their  questions  and  problems  to 
the  Reading/Writing  Center  where 
tutors  will  give  advice  and  answer 
questions. 

The  center,  sponsored  by  the  En¬ 
glish  Department,  is  available  to  all 
students  and  faculty  members,  said 
William  Shakespeare,  manager  of  the 
center  and  associate  lecturer  of  En¬ 
glish.

There  are  testa  available  in  the 
center  that  can  determine  a  student's 
level  of  reading  and  comprehension 
skills. 

Shakespeare  said  he  would  like  to 
see  more  students  dropping  by  the 
center.  He  said  many  people  may  feel 
the  reading  center  Is  just  for  those 
who  have  serious  reading  problems, 
but  this  is  not  true.  The  center  can 
help  even  those  students  who  think 
they  are  mature  readers  and  want  to 
retain  more  of  what  they  read. 

Students  can  bring  writing  assign¬ 
ments  to  the  writing  center  and  re¬ 
ceive  help.  The  tutors  are  not  there  to 

edit  papers,  bot  if  students  bring  in 

writing  assignments  with  the  inten- 


the  tutors  will  sit  down  with  them,  go 
over  their  assignments  and  renew 
and  teach  useful  writing  principles. 

It  is  the  students'  responsibility  to 
apply  those  principles  to  writing 
assignments  they  have  brought  into 
the  center  and  work  on  using  those 
principles  on  other  assignments. 

There  are  approximately  50  staff 
members  at  the  Reading/Writing 
Center.  Many  of  the  tutors  are  En- 

!:llsh  majors,  but  some  of  them  come 
rom  other  areas  of  study,  such  as 
business,  humanities,  journalism  and 

international  relations. 

"We  like  to  have  people  here  who 
have  had  experience  with  business, 
technical  and  journalistic  styles  of 
writing,"  said  Shakespeare. 

Before  becoming  part  of  the  Kead- 
ing/Writing  Center  staff,  students 
must  have  acquired  good  reading  and 
writing  skills  and  should  have  com¬ 
pleted  their  advanced  reading  and 
writing  requirement  with  a  passing 
grade.  They  also  must  take  a  test  be¬ 
fore  they  are  considered  for  hiring. 

Shakespeare  said  readingand  writ¬ 
ing  skills  are  the  whole  foundation  of 
education,  and  people  can  always  im¬ 
prove  their  skills  in  these  areas.

'84  property  tax 
reported  higher 
in  Provo  district 


Provo’s  average  prop¬ 
erty  tax  rose  6  percent 
in  1981  because  higher 
values  were  placed  on 
locally  assessed  proper¬ 
ty  after  a  ruling  by  the 
state  Supreme  Court. 

“The  mill  levy  went 
down  (this  year)  but  not 
as  much  as  asset  evalua¬ 
tions  increased,"  said 
Bruce  Bailey,  research 
analyst  for  the  Utah 
Foundation. 

The  higher  the  asset 
evaluation  is.  the  lower 
the  mill  levy  will  be,  said 
Bsiley.  "The  state 
Legislature  is  funding 
its  budgt  (by  raising 
property  assessment). 
They  decide  what  level 
of  taxes  they  have  to 
charge  to  get  their 

budget."  said  Bailey. 

A  Provo  home  with  a 
$10,000  assessed  valua¬ 
tion  in  1983  totaled 
$804.83  property  tax, 
compared  with  $766.70 
last  year,  according  to  a 


foundation  report. 

The  average  mill  levy 
for  80  major  Utah  cities 
is  73.69  in  1981.  The  mill 
levies  declined  2.47  mills 
from  the  1983  level  of 
76.16. 

Approximately  55 
percent  of  property 
taxes  levied  in  1981  will 
go  to  education,  21  per¬ 
cent  will  go  for  county 
purposes,  18  percent  for 
city  operations  and  6 

percent  to  various  spe¬ 
cial  improvement  dis¬ 
tricts.  according  to  the 
Utah  Foundation. 

The  total  mill  levy 
rose  in  eight  cities  and 
decreased  in  62  cities, 
according  to  a  founda¬ 
tion  survey.  Most  indi¬ 
vidual  and  business 

property  taxes  rose  7 
percent  because  of  the 
decrease  in  mill  levies. 

Changes  in  property 
taxes  differed  for  each 
Utah  city.  For  example, 
Park  City’s  proper*  v  •  ax 
dropped  3.3  p'.'--  c, 
but  Parowan's  properly 
tax  rose  12  percent  this 


year. 

The  property  tax 
creases  in  1984  could 
have  been  more  severe 
if  the  Utah  Legislature 
had  not  met  in  a  special 
session  during  March  to 
moderate  the  earlier 
state  Supreme  Court 
decision,  which  would 
have  increased  local 
property  valuations  46 
percent. 

The  increased  proper¬ 
ty  assessment  is  partial¬ 
ly  due  to  the  inflation 
that  has  occurred  in  real 
estate  values,  the  found¬ 
ation  study  said. 

The  mill  levies  in  1970 
were  higher  than  they 
are  in  1984.  In  1970  the 
rate  was  92.01,  20.15 
higher  than  the  1984 
level.

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Football  factory 
is  BYU  tradition 

It’s  history.  For  the  second  time  this  year  Eastern  athletic  teams 
have  praised  BYU.  After  BYU  impressed  the  Eastern  football  world 
with  a  victory  over  the  Pitt  Panthers,  there  was  some  grudging  praise. 

Boston  College,  which  had  been  rated  as  the  No.  4  team  in  the 
nation  until  BYU  took  over,  credits  BYU  with  the  offense  the  Eagles 
use.  On  a  recent  ESPN  telecast  BC  coach  Jack  Bicknell  remarked  that 
the  Eagle  offensive  is  patterned  after  BYU.  Bicknell,  who  has  been  at 
BC  for  eight  years,  also  mentioned  that  he  considers  his  team  the  BYU 
of  the  East. 

— The  reason  for  such  well- 
*  deserved  praise  can  be  seen 

each  Saturday  at  Cougar  sta- 
dium  or  at  a  stadium  where  the 
\JmT  JLL  255Eblue  and  white  Cougars  play. 

—  -  The  focus  of  the  praise  usually 

centers  on  one  position  —  quar¬ 
terback.  For  the  avid  Cougar  fan  the  question  remains:  Which  came 
first,  the  quarterback  or  the  factory? 

Indeed,  BYU  is  producing  quarterbacks  for  the  professional  ranks 
like  Detroit  is  manufacturing  cars.  One  only  needs  to  look  toward  the 
future  to  see  that  a  day  will  come  when  Robbie  Bosco  will  turn  over  the 
troops  to  a  Mike  Young  or  Sean  Covey  or  heaven  knows  someone  else. 

Before  the  factory  began  churning  out  quarterbacks  left  and  right, 
BYU  had  to  mold  average  field  generals  into  leaders  of  nationally 
ranked  teams.  Now,  however,  the  blue-chip  quarterbacks  are  starting 
to  contact  BYU.  So  where  did  it  start?  Some  say  the  lineage  began 
with  Virgil  Carter,  others  say  Gary  Sheide.  While  Carter  may  have 
been  the  first  great  quarterback  to  attend  BYU,  Sheide  is  the  one  that 
began  the  long  line  of  all-everythings. 

Sheide,  a  junior-college  transfer,  came  to  BYU  looking  as  if  he  were 
Joe  Namath  II.  To  witness  Sheide  was  to  envision  a  clone  of  Namath, 
the  talented  NFL  signal  caller  for  the  NewYorkJets  of  the  late  1960s 
and  early  1970s.  Sheide  had  the  same  sloping  shoulders,  air  of  confi¬ 
dence,  lack  of  great  mobility,  statistical  achievements  and,  yes,  even 
the  same  number  (12)  and  white  shoes.  In  two  seasons  Sheide  passed 
for  4,624  yards  and  45  touchdowns.  Suddenly,  Coach  LaVell  Edwards 
began  hearing  the  now  monotonous  question:  Who  will  be  the  next 
great  quarterback? 

The  answer  came  from  practically  across  the  street  as  Provo  High's 
Gifford  Nielsen  came  off  the  bench  in  the  fourth  game  of  his  sophomore 
season  to  rally  the  Cougars  to  victory.  Nielsen  went  on  to  log  5,833 
yards  passing  and  55  touchdowns  in  only  25  games  during  his  BYU 
career. 

Nielsen  then  begat  Marc  Wilson.  Wilson  stood  6-foot-5  and  weighed 
190  pounds,  but  he  was  a  picture  of  grace  in  the  pocket.  With  his  rifle 
arm  and  fluid  movement,  Wilson  filled  the  mountain  air  with  footballs. 

And  Wilson  begat  Jim  McMahon.  Mobility  was  a  key  to  McMahon  as 
he  continually  eluded  tacklers  while  his  eyes  roamed  the  field  in  search 
of  a  target.  And  McMahon  was  truly  on  target  as  he  attempted  to 
rewrite  the  NCAA  record  book  himself,  setting  54  in  his  storybook 
career. 

A  Catholic  who  appeared  to  be  controversial  and  cocky,  McMahon 
was  at  the  helm  when  BYU  staged  perhaps  the  greatest  comeback  in 
collegiate  history  as  the  Cougars  rallied  behind  the  expertise  of  McMa¬ 
hon  and  Co.  to  put  21  points  on  the  scoreboard  in  the  final  four  minutes 
to  defeat  SMU  46-45. 

Thus  McMahon  begat  Steve  Young.  Young,  who  threw  for  over 
7,700  yards  and  rushed  for  nearly  1 , 100,  capped  off  a  most  impressive 
career  by  hauling  in  a  pass  from  half-back  Eddie  Stinnett  to  defeat 
Missouri  in  last  year's  Holiday  Bowl.  The  courageous  Cougar  became  a 
delight  to  the  media  and  fans  alike;  for  a  time  Brigham  Young  Uni¬ 
versity  became  Steve  Young  University.  Great-great-great-great 
grandfather  had  to  be  proud. 

An  behold,  Young  begat  Robbie  Bosco.  Bosco  is  now  leading  the 
band  of  Saturday’s  warriors.  Last  week  Bosco  completed  68  percent  of 
his  passes  and  racked  up  a  career  high  484  yards  passing  as  BYU 
fought  off  rival  Air  Force  to  draw  closer  to  another  WAC  title.  In  the 
process'  Bosco  garnered  player-of-the-week  honors  in  the  WAC  and 
Sports  Illustrated's  player-of-the-week  in  the  nation. 

The  BYU  quarterback  factory  is  once  again  in  full  swing  as  national 
attention  favors  BYU,  bringing  with  it  respect  and  admiration  from 
the  media  and  football  fans  around  the  nation.

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Utahns  should  not  give  up  the  fight 


Utahns  will  have  an  opportunity  to  make  a  state¬ 
ment  on  Nov.  6  about  where  they  stand  regarding 
indecent  material  on  cable  television. 

Unfortunately,  a  statement  may  be  the  only 
thing  voters  will  be  able  to  make,  because  the  con¬ 
stitutionality  of  this  proposed  law  is  highly  ques¬ 
tionable.  . 

Initiative  A,  if  passed  by  Utah  voters,  would 
make  it  “unlawful  for  any  person  to  knowingly  dis¬ 
tribute  within  this  state  any  obscene  or  indecent 
material  by  means  of  cable  television." 

The  Supreme  Court  decision  in  Miller  vs.  Califor¬ 
nia  in  1973  created  a  test  for  obscenity  that  sets  the 
standard  by  which  material,  both  published  and 
broadcasted,  is  judged. 

Material  that  cannot  pass  the  test  is  obscene,  and 
is  not  protected  by  the  1st  Amendment  right  to 
freedom  of  expression. 

The  legal  definition  of  obscenity  is  any  material 
that  a)  appeals  to  the  prurient  interest  of  the  aver¬ 
age  person  according  to  local  community  stan¬ 
dards,  b)  is  patently  offensive  in  a  sexual  way,  c) 
lacks,  as  a  whole,  any  serious  literary,  artistic, 
political  or  scientific  value. 

Indecency  is  defined  differently.  It  is,  according 
to  the  FCC  and  the  Supreme  Court,  "the  exposure 
of  children  to  language  that  describes,  in  patently 
offensive  terms,  sexual  or  excretory  activities  and 
organs  at  times  of  the  day  when  there  is  a  reason¬ 
able  risk  children  may  be  in  the  audience." 

While  this  restraint,  the  result  of  a  Supreme 


Court  decision  in  FCC  vs.  Pacifica  Foundation 
(1978),  applies  to  radio  and  network  television 
programs  during  the  hours  children  are  in  the  audi¬ 
ence,  it  does  not  apply  to  cable  television  due  to  the 
amount  of  control  parents  supposedly  have  over 
that  medium.  They  don’t  have  to  subscribe  to  the 
movie  channels  at  all.  They  can  regulate  what  their 
children  watch  by  keeping  track  of  what  la  being 
aired,  and  they  can  lock  out  certain  channels  u 
necessary. 

With  the  way  the  Supreme  Court  has  ruled  in  the 
past,  there  is  a  possibility  that  the  law  would  be 
overturned  if  passed. 

Proponents  ofthe  Cable  T.V.  Decency  Act  argue 
that  cable  television  should  be  under  the  same  res¬ 
trictions  as  network  television.  They  say  parents 
can't  always  regulate  what  their  children  watch. 
They  also  argue  that  community  standards  here  in 
Utan  dictate  that  indecent  material  should  be 
banned. 

The  first  argument  may  have  merit  based  on  the 
Supreme  Court  decision  in  Ginsberg  vs.  U.S. 
(1968),  which  said  the  definition  of  obscenity  is 
different  for  childen  than  for  adults.  This  means 
that  material  defined  as  merely  indecent  for  adults 
could  be  defined  as  obscene  for  children. 

The  second  argument  may  be  invalid  based  on 
the  Supreme  Court  decision  of  Jenkins  vs.  Georgia 
in  1974  —  the  first  major  test  of  the  Miller  decision. 
The  movie  “Carnal  Knowledge,"  which  contained 
nudity  and  implied  sex,  was  ruled  as  not  obscene 


despite  a  community  standard  that  said  it  was. 

In  other  words,  the  Supreme  Court  may  say  that 
the  State  of  Utah  cannot  treat  indecent  material  as 
obscene  material,  and  that  legally  children  need 
protection  from  indecent  material  (through  regula¬ 
tion,  not  prohibition,)  but  not  adults.  Regulation  of 
indecent  material  means  restricting  it  to  hours  of 
the  day  when  children  are  least  likely  to  be  in  the 
audience.  The  initiative,  on  the  other  hand,  would 
prohibit  indecent  material  completely. 

Opponents  of  the  initiative  argue  that  passage 
would  be  a  waste  of  taxpayers'  money  in  legal  fees, 
because  a  court  fight  would  ensue,  and  they  are 
certain  it  would  be  ruled  unconstitutional. 

However,  Utahns  should  not  be  put  off  by  the 
cost  and  the  seemingly  stacked  deck  against  the 
act. 

There  is  a  possibility,  however  small,  that  Utah 
residents  could  win  this  battle  against  indecency.  It 
is  possible  that  the  growing  pervasiveness  of  por- 


expenenced  some  changes  in  membership  since  the 
Jenkins  vs.  Georgia  decision  in  1968,  could  result  in 
a  precedent  against  indecency. 

Just  the  statement  Utahns  would  make  to  the 
nation  about  our  community  standards  is  worth  the 
legal  fight.  The  moral  statement  i«  at  least  as  im¬ 
portant  as  the  legalities  involved. 

The  possibility,  however  small  it  may  seem,  of  a 
victory  against  indecency  makes  it  worth' the  cost.
